The arrange- 
ment was good neither for the man, for 
his wife, nor for the military service. 
It was found out In the old dnys, 
however, that married enlisted men 
who managed to secure quarters with-

likely fo reenlist tn the service. This 
re-enlistment of seasoned soldiers was 
a good thing for the army. Apparent- 
ly It is the belief of the authorities 
that by proper provision for the wives 
and children of enlisted men, re-en- 
Nstmente will be encouraged and the 
Service benefited. ‘ 
Many Regulars Married Abroad. ' 
It is said that 20,000 American sol- 
diers married foreign brides while they 
were on service abroad. Of course 
not all of the 20,000 soldiers were regu- 
lars, nor anything like all of them, 
but ft is said that enough regulars 
married to make it possible to create 
three regiments, the largest proportion 
of the enlisted personnel of which will 
be married men.

Mildew usually appears on the 
fibers of cotton und linen; it takes the 
form of small round dark spots; in 
reality it is a vegetable growth, or 
form of fungus, which develups on the 
fibers of th. materia. Its afpearance 
ig due to dampness, and reflects dis- 
eredit on the work of the housekeeper, 
as the clothes must cicher have been 
put away damp or kept in a damp cup- 
board. 

Owing to the nature of mildew It Is 
difficult to remove, One of the sim- 


Plest remedies is to molsten the stained | 


fabric, ruL it thickly with soft soap 
and sprinkle it with common salt. 
Place the material on the grass in the 
sunshine and keep it moist. Renew the 
treatment each day until the stain dis- 
appears. 


A quicker method, and a surer one,! 


is to keep the stained part in white 
material in a solution of bleaching 
Uquor. To prepare the bleaching 
Nquor, put haif a pound of chlorinated 
Mme tnto a basin and-pour half a gal- 
lon of boiling water over it; add two 
tablespoonfuls of washing soda, and 
etir to break up.all the lumps, and to 
enable the water to extract all the 
‘Ghiorine.
